Air Crash Hills Bristol Woman’s Parents 


A Mi. Carmel man, his wife, 
and daughter, killed Monday in 
a plane crash near Bloomsburg, 
Pa., were the parents and sister 
of a young Bristol housewife, the 
Courier-Times learned late yes­ 
terday. 


Mrs. Philip Miccio. of 106 Mill 


St. is the sole survivor of the 
family of Francis Gingler, 46, his 
wife Barbara, 43, and daughter, 
Carol, 17. Their bodies were dis­ 
covered in the twisted wreckage 
of their twin-engined plane on a 
mountainside about 6:30 p.m. af­ 
ter an all-day search. 


Mrs. Miccio hurried to Mt. Car­ 
mel, Monday night with her hus­ 
band, and year-old son, Philip. 
The Gingers were enroute home 
from Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. They 
were last heard from at 3:28 a.m. 
Monday when Gingler radioed the 
Williamsport airport that ice was 


forming on the wings of his Piper 
twin Apache. 
Gingler had been flying on in­ 
struments in poor weather. He 
was originally scheduled to land 
at Williamsport, authorities said, 
but had changed his plans in fa­ 
vor of Shamokin Airport which 


is nearer his home. 
'Hie family had taken off Sun­ 
day night after a stop in North 
Carolina. The plane had enough 
fuel for a seven-hour flight. 
Search Party Sent Out 
After passing up the Williams­ 
port, Gingler requested the Sha­ 


mokin airfield to have its (anding 
lights on to guide him in. 
When the plane failed to ap­ 
pear, authorities sent out a search 
party. The wreckage was found 
on the mountainside between Bear 
Gap and Numidia, a few miles 
from the family's destination. In 


the ruins were also found the 
bodies of the family's two pet 
French poodles. 
Mrs. Miccio's husband works 
at the U.S. Steel plant in Fair­ 
less Hills. The Miccios have lived 
in Bristol for about a year and 
a half.

Cease-Fire Likely By March 15 
Algerian Rebels OK Peace 
Talks To End 7V^-Year War 


PARIS (UPI) - The Aterian 
rebel government-in-exile in Tu­ 
nis announced today it has been 
authorized 
to complete 
peace 
talks with the French. A cease­ 
fire in the seven-and-a-half year 
Algerian conflict appeared likely 
by March 15. 
The announcement was made 
in Tunis tw»-and-a-half hours be­ 
fore President Charles de Gaulle 
was to meet here with his cabi­ 
net 
It followed a six-day meeting in 
the Libyan capital of Tripoli (rf 
the Algerian rebel parliament or 
National Council of the Algerian 
Revolution (CNRA>.

WASHINGTON (UHD—Lt. CU. 
John H. Glenn Jr. told a con­ 
gressional committee today what 
many Americans had long sus­ 
pected: He has made his peace 
with his Maker and has no wor­ 
ries on that score. 
Tile first U.S. astronaut to 
achieve orbital flight made the 
statement in a matter-of-fact re­ 
ply to questioning before the Sen­ 
ate Space Committee. 
Sen. Alexander Wiley, R-Wis., 
asked Glenn about his thoughts 
during his flight and how they re­ 
lated to Glenn’s faith. 
Remarking that he has some 
“very definite feelings" in that 
regard, Glenn said: 
“My peace has been made with 
my Maker for a number of years, 
so I have no particular worries on 
that score ” He added that it 
would be foolish to assert that 
God could be pin-pointed to space. 
Just because he has ridden 
above the atmosphere, G l e n n 
said:“I feel as though we should 
live all our lives as though each 
day was going to be our last." In 
that daily effort, he said, he falls 
“so far short that it is piUful 
Hi* faith, Glenn said, “is not a 
fire engine type religion" which 
is rushed out quickly and “then 
put God back in the woodwork."
